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MASSACHUSETTS 
MOTORISTS PAY 


$13,000,000 IN FEES 


Increase Over 1925 Is 


35 Per Cent., Bureau

Boston, Dec. 7.—The income 
to Massachusetts from motor 
vehicles for the fiscal year end- 
ed November 30 will exceed $13,- 
000,000. 

Already ingthe period up to the 
first of Nove.nber the figures it 
the registry show payments of 
$12,394,549 for registration, license 
fees and examination fees, and the 
income from this month added will 
bring the amount up to about $12,- 
600,000. Fines imposed upon mo- 
torists for infractions of the motor 
vehicle laws, which go into the 
highway funds, will undoubtedly 
be in excess of $500,000. 

The increase in income from 
fees, according to the report of the 
registry for October 31 is $3,255,- 
660, which is a gain of 35 per cent. 
over last year, this being the re- 
sult in part of the increase in the 
number of vehicles registered, but 
largely because of the increase in 
the size of fees, which went into 
effect the first of this year. 

The total number of vehicles 
registered, exclusive of those of 
dealers and manufacturers, for the 
period to October 31, is 811,639, 
which is an increase of 62,335 over 
the previous year or better than 8 
per cent. The passenger cars ac- 
count for 54,227 of this increase 
and the trucks for 8,108, the per- 
centage of gain for each being 
about equal. 

Licenses to drive have been is- 
sued to 729,755 persons. Of this 
number 627,935 were renewals 
and 101,820 were new licenses. 
The number of new licenses issued 
was about 7,636 less than for the 
same period last year. The in- 
crease in drivers, however, was 
better than 9 per cent.

When Chinese soldiers go to war they go in lightweight 
auto buses. There is good reason for the choice of vehicles 
of this type; while good roads are beginning to thread their 
way through the vast reaches of the Dragon Kingdom they 
are still pitifully few, and bridges generally are of a type to 
support only the lightest vehicular weight. The heavy 
camion and the tank must keep off the Chinese roads and 
bridges, or render them impassable. 

Hundreds of chassis of the lighter car type, however, 
are being imported into China and fitted with bus bodies 
that will accommodate sixteen passengers—just 40 per cent. 
of the rated capacity of the French general utility ‘rail- 
road car. 

Military operations now active in China offer a rather 
large market, because there are a good many factions, they 
all have money to spend, and the Chinese soldier, in common 
with his brothers in arms the world over, would always 
rather ride than walk. But it is just a little curious to think 
of a Chinese soldier going to war in a bus, isn’t it?

ENRY FORD, always positive, once told an advertising 

man that he did not need to advertise. Printer’s Ink 
retails the story of this comment, and makes a little sermon 
on it. One of Mr. Ford’s several competitors is credited with 
saying that in a certain sense Mr. Ford is right—that he does | 
not need to advertise. But this is because the automotive 
industry as a whole has been so widely and so intelligently 
advertised that Mr. Ford, with a good car at a low price, 
has always been able simply to hold out his hand and grasp} 
a comfortable proportion of the business. This proportion 
is less than it used to be, naturally, because the persistent 
advertiser has taken away quite a slice of business that’ 
would very probably have gone to Mr. Ford if he had had a 
sustained advertising program. Printer’s Ink concludes by 
saying that the Ford business was not built up without 
advertising. “The advertising was done, but Mr. Ford did 
not pay for it.” 

In the Victorian era, Mr. Gladstone said: “Nothing but 
the mint will make money without advertising.” That is 
still true.

Mr. Hines says that the rapidly increasing traffic over 
the county roads is wearing them out at a high rate of speed 
and that more money is needed to keep them up to standard. 
Let us quote him :— 

“Before the law was amended to its present percentage 
of appropriation, counties shared equally with the state the 
motor license return, known as the weight tax. Recent experi- 
ence has proved that the amendment, as it results today, 
deprives county roads of the maintenance due them, accord- 
ing to the percentage of duty which they serve. Automo- 
biles through the counties provide this fund for the state, 
but the owners are forced to operate them over congested 
county roads for their majority of travel.” 

In Mr. Hines’s expert opinion, unless something in the 
way of legislative amendment is enacted to bring about the 
division he is recommending, the state will find that the 
condition now existing will prove a very costly one to the 
commonwealth as a whole.

anced portion of surplus revenue 
should not be applied to reduction 
of taxation, 

“Millions of individuals and cor- 
porations are making a direct con- 
tribution to the national treasury, 
which runs from 1% to 25 per cent. 
of their incomes, besides a number 
of special requirements, like auto- 
mobiles and admission taxes. 

“If it were feasible I should wel- 
come permanent tax reduction at 
this time. This is not possible now. 
However, it is possible to grant 
some real relief by a simple meas- 
ure, making reductions in the pay- 
ments which accrue on March 15 
and June, 1927. I therefore urge 
both parties of the House Ways 
and Means Committee to agree on 
a bill granting the temporary re- 
lief which I have indicated.” 

The President emphasizes the 
need of concerted action by Con- 
gress in granting tax relief, and 
points out that the subject is not 
one for partisan politics. 

While the President makes no 
mention under the subject of trans- 
portation or his attitude toward 
the proposal of the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission for Federal reg- 
ulation of motor buses and trucks, 
his views in general on Federal 
regulation are regarded as signifi- 
cant. 

‘He expresses the view that he 
is in favor of reducing, rather than 
expanding government bureaus 
which seek to regulate and con- 
trol the business activities of the 
people of the country. 

In other words, it is indicated 
that the chief executive has ac- 
cepted the oft-repeated opinion of 
the automotive and other major 
industries that there should be 
“less government in business and 
more business in government.” 

“It is too much assumed that be- 
cause an abuse exists it is the busi- 
ness of the national government to 
provide a remedy,” he declares. 
“The presumption should be that 
it is the business of local and 
state governments. Such national 


action results in encroaching upon 
the salutary independence of the 
states, 

“Premanent success lies in local, 
rather than national, action. Un- 
less the locality rises to its own re- 
quirements, there is an almost ir- 
resistible impulse for the national 
government to intervens. The 
state and the nation should both 
realize that such action is to be 
adopted only as a last resort.” 

While it is not known whether 
the— President had in mind any 
thought of Federal regulation of 
motor transportation at the time 
he wrote these views, nevertheless, 
the theories expressed simulate the 
principls laid down in the Markel 
bill, sponsored by the American 
Automobile Association and sug- 
gested to the I. C. C. at its hearings 
here in October.

ful in the industry. 

In the Botterill organization 
Fancher worked out for hundreds 
of Rocky Mountain dealers meth- 
ods of simplified accounting that 
Were made up into rules now na- 
tionally supplied to dealers by the 
N. A. D. A. Studies of dealer 
practice and experience conducted 
by Fancher created the N. A. D. A. 
policy of advocating “5 per cent. 
net profit as the minimum amount 
to which an automobile dealer is 
entitled.”

mental make-up, which induces him to contribute to the cre- 
ation of crises.

brought. against most women drivers is that they are so 
timorous that they hold up traffic. 

Analyzed, this means that while women may not have 
the nervous systems to respond quickly in crises, their 
habitual caution keeps them from creating crises. Certainly 


there are fewer women than men in the class that we denomi- | 


nate as reckless. It may very well be that the few women 
who do acquire the characteristic of “taking chances” are 
worse than the male egomaniacs after they have created the 
crises by their own carelessness. 

In this country police officials say that the women 
drivers give them little trouble, and American motor car 
dealers have learned that women’s influence on sales is a 
predominating factor.

PLACE SPEED GOVERNORS

ACRAMENTO, CAL., Dec 7.—The annual report of the 
auto coach and truck department of the California Rail- 
road Commission shows a decided growth of passengers and 


freight carried, total revenue and property investment in the ) 


highway bus system in California. 





The ‘carriers are divided into two 
classes in the report, Class A being 
all companies whose revenues ex- 
ceed $20,000 and Class B including 
the small carriers. 

The investment of the Class A 
carriers is given as $21,979,279.42 
while the investment of the smaller 
carriers is $2,570,168.51, making a 
total of $24,549,447.93. 


Passengers carried on all lines 
in 1925 totaled 30,534.540, with 
revenue at $10,227,108.07, and 
1,184,814 tons of freight with a 
revenue of $7,662,826.91, making 
the total revenue for both pas- 
senger and freight $17,889,934.98. 
With an additional $3,166,056.72 
revenue other than for transpor- 
tation the grand total is $21,055,- 
991.70. The total expenses were 
$19,672,530.88. 


In 1922 the reports filed with 
the commission showed that buses 
had transported 21,221,928 persons. 
In 1923 the number of passengers 
carried totaled 29,202,073. Reports 
showed a gain of half a million-in 
1924 and in 1925 there was a gain 
of 871,632 in the number of pas- 
sengers.

Tire Shipments in 
October Decrease 


(Special A. D. N., , Washington Bureau) 

Washington, Dec. 7.— Ship- 
ments of American tires and 
tubes confinued to decrease in 
Ocvoler, the decline having been 
steady since the record high of 
May. the rubber division of the 
Department of Commerce an- 
nounced today. 

October exports of the tire group 
of rubber products were valued at 
$2,140,357, a half-million dollar 
decline from the September total 
value. Automobile casing exports 
declined to 105,823, valued at 
$1,588,421, from 133,607 valued at 
$2,015,005. 

The five principal markets for 
casings during October were Cuba, 
Germany, Argentina, United King- 
dom and Mexico Inner tube ship- 
ments declined to 83.687, valued at 
$190,684, from 96,131, valued at 
$251,815 for September. Cuba was 
the outstanding market and was 
the only country puying more than 
10,000 tubes. 

There was also a sharp decline 
in the exports of solid tires, the 
United Kingdom being the only 
country taking more than 1,000 in 
October. The value of tire repair 
materials exported also declined, 
Canada being the leading purchaser 
for the month. Argentina, the 
principal buyer in September, was 
1 poor sixth among our markets 
n October, the report shows.
